Tne loss suffered was nominal, and 
it ia probabe that the Indians, feeling conti- 
dent of victory, will hold their position until 
Middieton arrives ¢ith reinfove ments sui 
ficient,not to cause them to suirender, but to 
wipe them out. 


AN item published elsewhere confirms the 
report of the Frog lake massacre with all 
or even more than all, the horrors generally 
attributed to it-—if indeed the bodies found 
were not the victims of a second massacre, 
which is only too probable. Inthe case ot 
the bands under Bip Bear, who committed 
these mussacres, treacherous, cold blooded, 
cowardly, and Indian to the last degree, 
there can be only one verdict, and that is 
that as the only adequate pumshment for the 
crimes committed and the only proper and 
Welghty caution that can be given to other 
Indians not to do likewise, the band or 
banda should be utterly destroyed--neither, 
man women nor child lett alive, Humanity 
and justice not revenge—demand this, 

GEN. MIDDLETON victorious will enjoy a far 
different reputation from Gen, Middleton de 
feated, should that event unfortunately have 
occurred, But even though vietorious his 
reneralship does not command the amount 
of praise that might have been expected. 
It certainly has not been brilliant. Parcly 
perhaps, because heis not naturally brilliant, 
and partly becanse he placed but little eon 
fidence in his men, He had only one pice 
of strategy —that of getting there and staying 
there ; of bull dog pluck and determination : 
the strategy that won Waterlooand captured 
Richmond ; that basended all the great wars 
of the world—the strategy of brute force. 
When repulsed at Fish ereek he might have 
done as Otter did at Bat leford, or Strange at 
Pitt--retreatcd and waited for reinforce 
ments, But he didn't. He camped ter the 
night and prepared to whoop ‘er up again 
bextinorning. ‘The rebels did not wait. He 
attacked Batoche on Saturday morning, and 
after continuing the fight all day, had nade 
no impression, Hedid not retreat. He tor 
tifed his camp within easy range of the 
enemy's rifle pits. Here he was with 600 


dred men, including teamsters, stores, hos 


pital, wounded and dead, cooped up for three | 


days and nielts, exposed to random shots or 
4 weneral attack every moment. Por three 
days his men went out at daylight and re 
turned ot dark without baviog made any ap 
parent impression, their list of killed and 
wounded increasing aud themselves wetting 
discourayed. Not much generalship in that 
apparently. But there was. The rebels were 
betug thinned oat, 
discouraved at ihe stubbor upersistenee of the 
men, or boys, whom they at first despised, 
and expected to repulse with ease. They 
began to see that with the arrival of 
reloforcements their destruction would ecer- 
tainly be accomplished, and when the §ual 
attack Was made and they saw nearly a 
thousand wen, red coats and black coats and 
no coats at all coming for them with the 
bayonet, A panic seized then ind a complete 
victory was gained with terrible loss to them 
and but siigit joss to the troops Tie 
penereiehip that led to this result may not 
yave hewn of the hicuest order, but it was 
the kind that wins,and when it does win, 
wins couipletely.

would not have cost the goverment much, 
and would have saved many dollars to the 
more ignorant of the half-breeds, who cer- 
tainly need all the benefit that can be de 
rived from the grant, 

Although nominally the serip granted to 
heads { families in the Noath-West is of the 
rame valueas that ygrantedin Manitoba, actu- 
ally it isnot. The serip is of the value of 
$160, payable in government lands. At the 
time it was issued in) Manitoba governme:.t 
land wis held at $1 an acre, therefore a <160 
scrip was worth 160 acres of land, which 
these h-ads of families claimed as their right.

The engagement at Batoche was com- 
menced on May ¥th, about & o'clock in the 
moruiug., The volunteers bad lett canip at 
Gabriels Crossing at 6:30 on the morning.

Gatling detachment, 4 men; Grenadiers, 
v62 ; 90th, 275 ; Midland, 116; A battery, 2 
gucs, 75 men; Winnipeg Field battery, 2 
guns, 60; French’s Scouts, 80; total, '17, 
When about a mile from the river the how ses 
were sighted and firing commenced ou bow, 
sides. The scoutsfell back and A battery and 
the gatling opened up, setting fire to two 
houses and driving the rebels out. The 
troops advanced and took in a school house 
in Which a priest and some nuns woe. The) 
came out with a white flag and were not mo 
lested. The guns opened fire on the houses 
and an attempt was made to capture the 
guns, which was defeated by the pronipt use 
of the gatling. The prairie was tired by the 
rebels and caused tue troops much incon- 
ventence, An attempt Was made to surroud 
the troops and they were compelled to retire 
a short distance. A scattering fire was kept 
up for the rest of the day by the artiliers 
and sharpshooters, and at night the volun- 
teers were retired into aintrenched camp 
which had been formed with the wagon 
train, The list of hilled and wounded up to

A battery, gunner William Phillips; wounded

Upto this time three yolunteers 
had been killed and thirteen wounded, On 
Tuesday morning the fight was renewed a- 
usual, in skirmishing order.

Por such changes in the North-West council 
as Shall hake every member directly respon- 
sille to the people—and to them alone—as is 
the case in the leyislative assemblies of the 
provinces; For the extension of the powers 
if the council to the limits allowed the lewis- 
latures ot the provinces; For a revenuc 
from the federal treasury on thesame terms 
and of the same proportionate amount as is 
allowed the severalprovinces ; and Forrepre- 
seniation of the people of the territories in 
the federal parlianient as is allowed the 
people of the provinces. 

Until the territories have been accorded 
parliamentary representation, I consider it 
auimportant part of the duty of the council 
to publicly represent the views of the people 
on such matters as immediately concern their 
interests, but af present are under the sole 
control of the federal government. 

Of these matters the most important I be- 
lieve to be: The settlement upon equitable 
and liberal terms of the claims of all parties 
Who have taken np land in any district. be- 
fore the establishment of a land office, and 
also of the claims of half-breeds entitled to 
consileration according to the terms granted 
the hati breeds of Manitoba ; Tine survey of 
the leading trails as permanent highw ays, 
and especially the survey and improvement 
of the Bow river trail throughout its entire 
length ; The holding of colonization land. 
timber and mineral speculators to theiragree- 
ments with the yovernment, or the cancella 
tion of those agreements by the government: 
The abolition of the dues on settlers’ wood 
and hay, at least in this district : The altera- 
tion of the system. of 
sections throughout the country for sale, to a 
system of reserving alternate quarter sec 
tions to be sold as pre emptions to the set- 
tlers on the adjoining homestead quarter- 
seetions ; The opening of a railway outlet by 
way of Hudson's Bay ; and the enforcement 
ofa prohibitery liquor law throughout the 
territories until a majority of the people 
have declared against it by a dircet vote.
